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Resume of the Season 


On August 24, 1948, practice began for a squad of about thirty- 
three inexperienced boys with only five returning lettermen. Coach 
Albert Jewell was the new coach, this being his first year. Our sched- 
ule consisted of nine games of which we won three; tied one and lost 
five.
